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The Showdown in the Desert 


The grim drama being played out on the 
Banda ol the Jordanian desert is Interna- 
tional blackmail in its basest form. The 
lives of scores of innocent people have been 
put on the auction block: by a gang of vicious, 
desperate outlaws. What these gangsters 
expect to gain from this deadly exercise in 
ransom and threat is a renewal of the 
Arab-Israeli war; there is no place for rabid 
fanatics in a peaceful settlement. By rais- 
ing their demands to Include the release of 
3,000 guerrillas held captive in Israel, the 
Palestine "liberators” made clear their pur- 
pose of Increasing the pressure an the Israeli 
government to break the cease-fire, either 
before or after the ransom deadline runs 
out. 

The negotiations to release the hostages 
are so delicate now that no useful purpose 
would be served by public co mme nt on them. 
Only those in close contact with them can 
judge the temper of the kidnapers. Those 
who are .making that judgment for the 
Western nations now being blackmailed are 
entitled to proceed as best they can without 
a background of noisy advice. We only hope 
that in this, as in any other kidnaping, they 
choose wisely among the few courses of 
action open. 

It is possible, however, to begin to plan 
ahead in hopes that the nations of the 
world can take some immediate steps to 
prevent any repetition of this tragic affair. 
The world cannot tolerate a threat of this 
kind to International air travel — a threat In 
which Innocent people are pawns in a deadly 
international power play. There have been 
long negotiations and much talk in many 
national capitals since the wave of airplane 
hijackings broke out many months ago but 
very little concerted action. The massive 
dose of criminal activity ought to convince 
every nation that this outrage has gone on 
long enough. 

The United States, in our view, should 


seize the initiative In this situation by 
ordering this country’s airlines to suspend 
all service to and from any nation that 
welcomes hijackers, that treats hijacking as 
a minor offense, or that is unable to prevent 
Its citizens from engaging in hijacking. At 
the same time, the government should deny 
landing rights In this country to any air- 
line that serves such nations. This action 
should be taken, not so much as an eco- 
nomic sanction, against offending nations — 
although there would be significant economic 
effects— but as a simple safety measure 
designed to protect American citizens. 

There may be legal red tape In such a 
unilateral approach; international treaties 
governing landing rights and so on are 
complex affairs. But this should not be 
allowed to stand in the way. For one thing, 
surely most other civilized nations would 
join In such a ban since it would place the 
responsibility for hijacking squarely where 
It belongs — on those governments which 
have treated It as a game and which have 
encouraged it by throwing welcoming parties 
for the pirates. Even If other nations did 
not join Immediately, the United states 
should take the first step since its prime 
responsibility la this situation is the safety 
of its citizens and of those .citizens of other 
countries who travel on American air car- 
riers. 

The airlines themselves can help by 
strengthening their security measures, al- 
though the fact that the would-be pirates 
got aboard an El il plane last Sunday 
indicates that even Israel’s relatively strict 
precautionary measures are far from fool- 
proof. It may be that for a while interna- 
tional travelers will have to undergo the 
kind of scrutiny now given to visitors of 
prison Inmates. If so the price will not be 
too great If it helps to prevent another 
Showdown on the desert sand.

Any such execution of innocent 
people Would constitute a massive political 
blow to the entire Arab position, quite apart 
from its unspeakable barbarity. 

A1 Abram’s disapproving comment makes 
plain that the more reasonable elements In 
the Arab world understand the situation, 
and perhaps even regret the encouragement 
and aid they have given In the past to these 
extremists and their hijacking efforts. But 
precisely because the commando groups 
have received such wide Arab financial and 
military support, the world community looks 
first to the Arab states as those responsible 
for the lives and liberty of an the plane 
passengers now undergoing their desert 
ordeal.

Not long ago, when a foreign visi- 
tor suggested to a Soviet doctor 
that the Communist party news- 
paper, Pr&vda, had its limitations, 
the Russian said: "But if the truth 
is not in Pr&vda, where is the 
truth?* 

If this sort of faith is ever weak- 
ened, its erosion will have to come 
from within— as ft did here in 
MOscow a few weeks ago. far a 
young Russian girl who was fata** 
by a Swedish acquaintance to see 
the newly-erected statue of Stalin 
outride the WtwnUn wall. 

Astonished by the sight, the Rus- 
sian girl murmured Incredulously: 

*T can’t believe It. They never an- 
nounced It In the press.”

WASHINGTON.— One of the odd 
paradoxes In America today is 
that there is mare grumbling about 
the political life of. the nation and 
yet relatively less voting In this 
year’s primary elections thaw tn 
many years. In short, it isn't only 
the young who are copping out of 
the political system, but also their 
riders who seem to feel that vot- 
ing is not the answer to their 
grievances. 

There are exceptions, of course. 
Sixty-seven percent of the register- 
ed Democrats voted in the Alabama 
primary but only 26 percent of the 
registered Democrats turned ant 
far the New York primaries, and in 
most states the no-vote average was 
even lower than usual 
Even mare troubling is the fact 
that those who complain the'most 
— the young, the poor, and the 
black— vote the least. The young 
political activists who were so de- 
termined to have a political holiday 
fr om university studies tht* autumn 
have came back from the primary 
elections moaning about the -very 
small percentage of their own stu- 
dent demonstrators who even 
bothered to register and vote. 

It is true, of course, that voting 
in primary elections was never high 
in America, outride of the South, 
and this was understandable when 
no great issues aroused the voters, 
but now they seemed to be aroused 
and cynical; troubled and eager 
far Change, but skeptical that their 
votes have any relevance to their 
problems. 

Helplessness 
What is the explanation of this 
feeling of helplessness? Partly, it 
Is a sense of being overwhelmed 
by the magnitude and complexity 
of the problems of war and Infla- 
tion. - One beers the same refrain 
across the country: “What dif- 
ference would my vote make?” 

In fhet, they also say: “What 
difference would my congressman 
make?” There’s a lot of common 
sense in the popular grumbling. 
Lots of people see poverty as a 
virulent, infectious disease and as 
& rebuke to the wealth and ideals 
of the nation. No doubt they would 
like to have a government which 
would provide far the needs of its 
people in the order of their im- 
portance. but they simply doubt 
their capacity to do anything about 

the disorder they deplore. 

Part of this, paradoxically, is 
that many people seem to be stun- 
ned by the torrent of contradictory 
information that hits them every 
hour of the day from the radio, 
the television, and the newspapers. 
It isn’t that they don’t have enough 
Tacts,* but that they are drown- 
ed In “facts,” and soaped over with 
half-froths Km* half-lies mi! don't 
quite know who or what to believe. 

It win be interesting to see what, 
if anything, John W. Gardner can 
do to combat this negative national 
psychology through his new “peo- 
ple’s lobby.” He is trying to create 
a nationwide, independent, non- 
partisan organization, called “Com- 
mon Cause.” which will provide 
abjective information on the major 
issues before the people, and help 
revive confidence In the American 
political process.

Would the 
Soviets, if there was a ceasefire, 
agree to a true standstill ceasefire, 
with no attempt made by either 
ride to strengthen Its position in 
the combat zone? 

The ambassador, with his usual 
oQy amiability, assured Us dear 
friend “Beel” that the Soviets 
would do just as he wished. This 
assurance given by “ToU,” as the

Once dusty, cluttered 
little stares, whose customers 
ware often looking far a magic 
cure to all their Sis, the shops 
are being turned into super- 
market-Uke operations with wide 
aisles, bright lighting and fancy 
shelves. 

New outlets far organic pro- 
duce are popping up and at 
least one supermarket chain is 
considering setting up special 
departments in some stores to 
sell organic foods. 

One problem facing the con- 
sumer who wants to buy organic 
foods is the lack of any stand- 
ards for the industry and a lack 
of policing, a tomato grown 
with artificial fertilizers and 
sprayed with the most harmful 
pesticides looks exactly like one 
grown organically. And far that 
matter, it may well taste the 
same.

at La Poste, but the one to 
order the first time around is 
certainly the amnsettes which 
afford a generous taste of lour 
different hors d'ceuvre. 

The first Is a pike pate in 
a watercress mousseline , then 
comes an artichoke heart with 
morels — a surprising and mag- 
nificent combination— third is 
foie gras en brioche and last 
and perhaps best Is a tiny 
saucepan of gratineed cray- 
fish tails 

But then there are also nine 
Burgundy snails followed by a 
serving of pineapple sherbet 
made with Wrw-fi that takes all 
the bite out of the lingering and 
overpowering taste of garlic in 
the snail butter. * 

The pike souffK in a beurre 


nantais (a beurre blanc incor- 
porating cream as well as but- 
ter. vinegar and shallots) is 
outstanding, but the trout 
stuffed with sale, mushrooms 
and grated carrots, in a cream 
sauce made with & reduction of 
Meursault is a work of genius. 

The young guinea fowl is 
roasted and served in a rich 
sauce of red wine and foie gras, 
while the Bresse chicken is pre- 
pared as a met, or wine stew, 
made with old red Burgundy 
and thickened with blood. 

The meat is even better. For 
instance, the filet d’agneau is 
roasted on the backbone with 
thyme and bay leaf, sliced off . 
before you and served with eight 
vegetables: a hollowed out slice 
of zucchini filled with peas, two 
tiny glazed carrots and baby

turnips, a branch of cauliflow- 
er, a dollop of spinach, a small 
tomato and a nest of green 
beans. 

If you still have room for des- 
sert after all the previous temp- 
tations have been unsuccessfully 
resisted, try the dolce Borghese. 
I didn’t because all I could 
manage after cheese was the 
pineapple sherbet, but if you 
like rich desserts you will not 
be disappointed. 

The wines are on the same 
superb level and the ‘66 Chablis 
Les Clos can be recommended 
as an exceptionally noble exam- 
ple of a dry. fruity white. The 
*66 Corton Renardes is a very 
fine, full-bodied red Burgundy, 
while for about half as much, 
the *67 Pemand-Vergel esses will 
do the job beautifully with fowl 
or light meats.

PORT LAUDERDALE, FUl. Sept. 9 (Reuters). — A New York 
shipping firm today bid $3.2 million for the 83,000-ton Queen 
Elizabeth within five minutes of the start of bidding on the liner 
at a hotel here. 

It was the highest bid. although an Italian firm had offered a 
pre-auction price of $3.4 million. 

Ralph Louring, representing the shipping firm of Thor Eckert 
and Co., said the firm planned to use the Queen Elizabeth to 
carry passengers again. It could not be immediately, determined 
how the. liner would be put to use. However, Mr. Louring said it 
might be used as a floating university— “a kind of United Nations 
University.” 

The Queen Elizabeth once carried the cream of world society 
back and forth across the Atlantic.

possibly persuade John Lindsay 
to become a middle-of-the-road 
Democrat . 

Scammon, the fanner Direc- 
tor of the US. Census, is a 

professional elections expert, 
and Wattenberg is a writer who 
used to be on President John- 
son's staff. Scamman’s reputa- 
tion as a political sage is justly 
based on his unbending belief 
that figures don't lie. Out of. the 
statistical tables, the election 
results, the. p»n« prtfl census 
bureau reports scammon has 
put together a set of facts that 
puncture ' some fashionable no- 
tions. - 

EBs fundamental argument la 
that social co n ditions have now 
presented fhe American voter 
with a decisively Important 
issue: as decisive as the depres- 
sion of 1893, which brought Mc- 
Uihley Into the White. Bouse 
and' created the - Golden Ag e -of 
Republicanism; as decisive as 
the- GBreat Depression of 1931 
which, put Roosevelt into the 
White House and made the 
middle years - of the century 
largely Democratic years. 

The ■ new condition, which 
Scammon believes will have a 
“tidal" effect politically, ‘he 


defines not as an economic Issue 
but. rather as a “social issue” 
which, embraces “radical prob- 
lems, crime as an 'issue, student 
disruption, pot, pornography, 
morals, school integration and 
raucous dissent.” And unless 
there Is another quite serious 
depression, .Americans, will vote 
for candidates who understand 
the potency of the social issue. 
Theyare already doing so, and 
election, results prove it. ' 

Moreover, according to Scam-' 
mom, neither party has yet- 
dealt with the social issue sac-, 
cessfully, and hi terms of party 
Identification (upon which dec- 
ades of power might be based) 
It is. all still up for grabs. ' 

But he believes that the vic- 
tory mil go atily to politicians 
of tba center. Extremism- — Right 
or Left— is out, and the most 
powerful arguments in the book 
are marshaled to support that 
thesis.

The center Is where it’s 
at, baby, however brutal those 
statistics may be; Scammon’s 
charts show that the voters 
have not said Hum back the 
mock” or .“down with progress" 
or “hate”— but they are seized 
by the social Issue, and the 
party which best understands 
that wins the ball game for the

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Lombardi Gave, Asked for Best

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NEW YORK, Sept. 9 tNYTi . — He had sta- 
tioned himself on the stone balcony of 

his Florida motel suite, scotch in hand, back 
to the pounding ocean surf, and be was smiling 
upon the men and women he had Invited up 
for 5 p.m. cocktails, a routine event before the 
1968 Super Bowl he seemed to enjoy. Some 
latecomers made their way to the balcony, and 
when the conversation faltered. Vince Lombardi 
said: “A northeast wind.” He tilted his head 
to study the clouds. *T think that’s going to 
be bad. A northeast wind means three days 
of bad weather." 

"Coach, you know everything” a man said. 

The big chest swelled slightly under a white 
knit sports shirt. "When you are brought up 
near the ocean, you get to know things like 
that,” Lombardi said. He turned to one of the 
latecomers. "You live near the ocean?” 

"No, I live in New York.’* 

“Well, where do you think New York is?" 
snapped Lombardi. "That’s right on the ocean." 

"Not really.” blurted the latecomer, feeling . 
skewered by the widening Lombardi smile and 
the sharpening stare, "the buildings Change the 
entire..." 

“Naaaah,” said Lombardi, “New York's right 
on the ocean; everybody knows New York's 
right on the ocean." 

Lombardi was not a comfortable person to 
be with for those who did not know him well. 
He did not tolerate carelessness in conversation 
any more than he tolerated it in the appearance 
or attitude or performance of his players. It 
has been written, with truth, that he was con- 
siderably mere genial to those bringing him 
television money and commercial endorsements 
than to those bringing him questions. But 
there is no moral inconsistency in this, and 
certainly a lot of sense. 

Men and women who knew that their hair 
or clothes did not fulfill the man's conserva- 
tive standards felt uneasy before him. not only 
because of the cold way his eyes flicked over 
them, but because he made them feel somehow 
softer and shallower. The single, overwhelming 


power of Lombardi was that he caused certain 
people to seek his approval. 

Since his death last Thursday, there have 
been a great number of private and public 
tributes, and very lew of them have been 
mawkish In tone. The best of them, such as 
Howard CoaeU's extraordinary special on the 
American Broadcasting Company network, have 
emphasized the strength that Lombardi himself 
derived from his faith In the sustaining values 
of religion, family' and challenging work. 

Lombardi himself once Bald, "The answer 
today seems to be to take things easy. The 
prevailing sentiment Is. if you don’t like the 
rule, break it. I believe freedom has been 
idealized against order." 

His philosophy was criticized in his lifetime 
by those who felt it not only had no application 
beyond football, but made football, a joyless 
experience as well. Yet the statistics of his 
success— and in professional football, at least, 
winning should be the only thing — and the 
testimony of players thrilled to learn they 
were better than they thought they were, 
secured Lombardi's reputation as one of the 
game's finest coaches. 

But Lombardi's players did not disregard 
their Injuries and search for new levels of 
energy and push themselves to be working parts 
of his whole merely because they were afraid of 
him or because they were proselytized by bis 
slogans. They bled for Lombardi because he 
promised them the opportunity to be the best, 
and because he showed that he had the capa- 
bility of leading them to success. With the 
same personality and a lesser Intelligence, 
Lombardi would never have been able to tell 
men that they had better be “fired with enthu- 
siasm or you’ll be fired with enthusiasm-” They 
would have dogged it in their grass drills and 
been happy to be traded away. 

Lombardi did not demand purposeless obe- 
dience to Inflate his ego or Impose discipline 
for control or attack those who disagreed with 
him because he felt fearful, He demanded and 
imposed and attacked because it was part of 
his vision for success, and It all worked only 
because he came to his people offering them 
more than he asked.

PARIS, Sept. 9 (NYT;.— The 
French racing industry is suf- 
fering from a heavy "balance of 
purses"- deficit that h«M« raised 
a cry lor protectionist meas- 
ures against horses from abroad 
running in thta country. 

Since the beginning of this 
year, foreign owners have won 
nearly $600,000 on the French 
turf. In 1969, the figure was more 
than $800,000 out of a total allo- 
cation of 922 million tor all races 
In 1969, Including prizes of 
bonuses tor breeders. French 
horses have won back only a 
- fraction of these losses abroad. 

. David Robinson's Irish colt. 
My Swallow, has already won 
the two top tests this year tor 
two-year-olds— the Prtx Robert 
Papin and the Prix Momy. My 
Swallow was sired by Seamus 
McGrath’s Irish stallion, Le 
Levanstell. who also sired Lev- 
moss, winner of the French 
Gold Cup and the Are de 
Triomphe last year. A sister 
of Levmoss, Sweet Mimosa, cap- 
tured the French Oaks this year. 

French breeding suffered 
another blow last Sunday when 
a German mare, Schonbrunn, 
won the $80,006 Grand Prix de 
Deauville.- Although she carried 
the colors of a French owner, 
Daniel WUdenstein. the mare 
was little thought of In France 
and went off at almost 18-1. 

She beat a good group of 
French colts as well as Robin- 
son's Meadowvflle, the favorite, 
who had finished second to 
Nijinsky in the Irish Derby, 

The loss In value to French 
racing goes beyond the figures 
or the defeats. The foreign 
owner Is likely to use the 
money to buy horses to hls 
country, and the winners 
probably will breed in. their 
owner's country. And thus, the 
worth of French yearlings on 
the market will, of course, 
decline. 

The situation Is made more 
serious by the fact that there 
is also strong support in British 
racing tor same French protec- 
tionist steps. Racing cards In 
Britain have suffered as the 
best thoroughbreds have been 
flown to France in pursuit of 
the bigger purses. 

Frizes in France are often ten 
times larger than those for com- 
parable races In Wn giawd. This 
year, for example, the Eclipse 
Stakes in Britain bad only three 
starters. 

By contrast, the fields in the 
rich handicap races In France 
have grown so big that the 
Jockey Association has filed a j 
protest at Deauville. Trainers 
now draw lots to keep fields to 
a warimimi of 20 hCffSCS: 

British track owners are also 
being hurt by the migration of 
their star jockeys, such as Lester 
Piggott and BUI 'WilHamson. 
Fig-go tt, one of the biggest draws 
in the business, sometimes rides 
more often In France during a 
week than In England. 

There Is a note of xenophobia 
In the attitude of many French 
owners and breeders. They hate 
to be beaten and they es- 


pecially bate to be beaten con- 
sistently by the RngHoh and 
Irish on their own turf. Most 
other European countries dis- 
criminate against foreign horses 
and have mediocre racing as a 
result. 

There Is an Irony in thin 
French attitude since they so 
often dominated the British 
classics during the last 25 
years with such horses as 
Relko and Seabird. But the 
English learned from this expe- 
rience. They bought good 
French stallions and mares and 
this helped to weaken the 
French position. 

But to spite of the clamor to 
bar foreign horses In. France, 
Count Decares, a Jockey Club 


steward, has stated: "There Is 
no question In 1970 of consider- 
ing racing as a purely national 
activity. The rule of free com- 
petition must be accepted.” 

Earlier In August, Minister of 
Agriculture Jacques Duheznel 
announced that prize money in 
Z97X would be Increased by 10 
percent. This was done to give 
encouragement to French -breed- 
ers, but it will also act as an 
even greater attraction across 
the Channel. 

And with Nijinsky a veritable 
"chateau" — roughly a “sure 
thing” In French racing dang— 
to win the Arc de Triomphe in 
October, the pressure to bar 
foreign horses from France win 
gain more Incentive. 


Doiwnhill Skiers to Benefit 
By Rule Changes of FIS 


GENEVA Sept. 9 fAP).— The 
International Ski Federation 
(FISt announced today changes 
In the rules of the Alpine 
World Cup competition to the 
benefit of downhill specialists. 

At a meeting here, FIS decid- 
ed to stage seven downhills, 
eight giant slaloms and nine 
special slaloms counting tac the 
World Cup, in the forthcoming 
season which will start at Ses- 
triere, Italy, Dec. 12. 

The Fis also decided that In 
the future, downhills canceled 
because of bad conditions will 
not be replaced by giant sla- 
loms, as in the past, 

Last season there were six 
downhills, II giant and II spe- 
cial slaloms for men arid 5, 9 
and 12 respectively for the 
Women. 

Marc Hodler, president of the 
FIS, said it was felt that past 
competitions were too favorable 
'to the slalom ers. 


Sources at the meeting said 
there was criticism that last 
year certain slalom specialists, 
with the exception of finance's 
Alain Fenz. made no attempt to 
win downhill events, banking 
on winning the trophy through 
sufficient elalom points and 
canceled downhills replaced by 
giant slaloms.

AUTOMOBILES

BRUSSELS — Ask any . tourist who are 
the worst drivers in Europe, and 
chances are he will -regale you with 
anecdotes about the French or the 
Italians, and possibly the Germans, 

But any seasoned observer can tell you 
in a flash who the real champions are: 
the Belgians. 

An informs! survey of- long-term Amer- 
ican residents in Europe discloses that 
Belgian drivers are the most feared and 
unpredictable, . and that Belgium itself, 
with less than 12^00 square miles, is 
regarded as a “hell on wheels.” 

The term “brave little Belgium," earn- 
ed during the World War I, is now being 
applied with some irony. Belgium is 
indeed little. . But honors for bravery 
should perhaps go to the pedestrians who 
sally forth amid the cars, which are 
playing the daily game of Dodgem that 
characterizes the normal traffic situation 
in major cities like Brussels, Antwerp, 
Liege and Ghent. 

600 Accidents Dailv 


For a country of just under 10 million, 
the tally for accidents and driving of- 
fenses is appalling. An average of 600 
road mishaps a day are reported to the 
police, with estimated hundreds more un- 
reported because they are too small to 
be covered by Insurance. 

Last year about 80.000 road casualties 
were clocked in this little kingdom which 
has as many vehicles as it has telephones 
or TV receivers — wen over 2 million. And 
accident figures for 1970 show a 15 per- 
cent rise. 

“The plain fact Is, they don’t know 
how to drive.” explained a long-time 
Brussels resident, who also pointed out 
that most Belgians behind the wheel have 
never had to pass a driver's test. 

This is because prior to 1069 a Belgian 
driving license could be had for the ask- 
ing. Whole families often applied, even 
those who did not know how to drive. 
As a result, most Belgian drivers have 
never been tested, and many non-drivers 
walk around with valid licenses, making 
it perfectly legal to operate a car when- 
ever they have a mind to. A Belgian 
driving license is permanent. 

Since 1969, new drivers have had to 
pass a road test, as well as an oral exam 
on the highway code. But the question 
of possibly testing nearly three million 
holders of old licenses isn't even being 
considered. “Completely impractical,” 
say officials.

Americans hoe are aghast at some of 
the antics they see in everyday- traffic. 
Speeding and Illegal passing are "things 
you get used to" and are .nothing com- 
pared ■ to practices like sudden U-turns • 
in heavy traffic, tailgating and poking a, 
car which is passing another car. A 
favorite pastime is counting the holes 
made by-cars crashing into the walls of 
the Brussels traffic tunnels. “There are 
new ones all the time,” an observer noted. 

One American here was fascinated by 
a funeral procession trying to keep up 
with the speeding hearse that cut In 
and out of traffic, black plumes Hying. 

Tn another . an ambulance 

hurrying to pick up an emergency rase 
had a head-on collision. A second 


ambulance "seat to replace it also had an 
accident, and the patient,, a heart case, 
had to be transferred to a taxicab to 
complete the trip to the hospital. The 
taxi made it. -

-his money is on Belgium, he said. -'-The

All sorts of surprises occur. One driver 
stopping for a traffic light overshot the 
crossing and was waved back by the 
police. He admitted he didn't know how 
to put his car in reverse. A driver caus- 
ed a four-car accident near Namur when 
he changed his mind In the middle of 
making a left turn. “X meant to turn 
right,” he told police, “and they all started 
crowding me.' 1 


Ignorance Blamed 


“There’s a highway code, but nobody 
really knows it,” an American business- 
man. raid. “A lot of bad driving is due 
to ignorance,” he added. Another •criti- 
cism of Belgian, drivers is that they're, 
discourteous and “always trying to be 
first.” 

A rule of thumb is that any car driven 
in 'Brussels far a year and a half. is 
bound to be Involved in at least one 
accident. Mishaps are so common, that 
police handle them with enviable ef- 
ficiency. “They’re practiced,” is the usual 
wry comment. Whatever the seriousness 
of the accident, the police get it off the 
street often in a matter of minutes and 
have traffic moving again. 

Road fatalities seem surprisingly low, 
but this may bo because only deaths that 
occur at the scene of the accident are 
recorded. An accident victim who dies in 
hospital or even en route is listed ir- 
revocably as “injured-” - ■ - ; 

Eventually, Belgium's untested drivers 
will die off, one way or another, and the 
future is not altogether bleak. Officials 
are studying a system of classifying 
drivers by a point system based on their 
performance records. Such a system 
could help “brave little Belgium" regain 
face in the European driving picture. 

Meanwhile, the remark of a German 
motorist will continue to be the motto of 
many a European driver: “When I see that 
U' sticker on the backside of a car, I 
give it a wide berth.”
